A SETTLEMENT 



AS IF BY MAGIC 



GEN. BANDERAS, 

With 12,000 Men, Marches the Entire 
licnffth of Cuba— The Second Inrasion of 
the West Was Effected With Little Uifll- 
cnlty. 

New Y'ork, Aug-. SI.— The Journal 
and Advertiser says: The sensationally 
victorious march of the Cubans under 
Maximo Gomez and Antonio Maceo, 
the entire length of the island in Mar- 
tinez Campos’ time, has just been 
duplicated by Quintin Banderas. 

This negro war captain, than whom 
no Cuban of the colored race, excepting 
Maceo, perhaps, has won greater honors 
in the present struggle for independ- 
ence, led 12,000 men from the eastern 
end of the island, where the patriots in 
arms are strongest, to the western end, 
w’here, since Antonio Maceo's death, 
through the treachery of his body phy- 
sician. Dr. Zertucha, the Cuban cause 
has not prospered so well. 

These 12,000 men represented all 
branches of the Cuban army service. 
They penetrated into the provinces 
of Matanzas, Ilavana and Pinar del 
Rio, strengthening the existing forces 
in each of those provinces to such an 
extent that the coming winter cam- 
paign there may be expected to be even 
as disastrous for the Spanish arms as 
in the time of the redoubtable Maceo. 

The news of the brilliant achieve- 
ment was brought to the Journal and 
Advertiser by the mail from Havana in 
an autograph letter from Banderas 
himself. In it he requests the publica- 
tion of the proclamation that he issued 
on taking charge of the department. 

Banderas says that the second inva- 
sion of the w'est was made in compli- 
ance with plans that were completed 
by Maximo Gomez, the general-in-chief, 
in June last, and that the march was 
effected with little or no trouble or 
molestation from the Spanish troops. 

“We crossed their lines again and 
again,” he says, “but there w'as no 
fight in them and we had no battles. 
Our men behaved nobly in the face of 
constantly possible attacks by larger 
forces. There was no faltering at any 
time, and once more I have been able 
to admire the heroism of our soldiers 
who have fought, are fighting and will 
ever fight. I am convinced, until the 
independence of Cuba shall have been 
attained, they will fight.” 

The proclamation intimated that 
there have been wholesale desertions 
from the Spanish army in Havana 
province into the Cuban service, say- 
ing: 

“In taking command of this province 
I send greeting to all its forces, but 
more especially to the brave Spanish 
soldiers of Pizarro cavalry regiment 
whom I reviewed Sunday, and those 
who, filled with sympathy for an op- 
pressed people fighting for their lib- 
erty, have come over to our files, in 
this way giving most direct lie to those 
who say that the Spanish soldier exists 
only to serve as food for the cannon 
and for the purpose of affording means 
to their officers to get titles and deco- 
rations. ” 

The rest of the proclamation is di» 
rected “to the men of my race.” 



Will Be Attacked bj Haddah Mullah 
—He ia Gathering: Hla Forces for an At- 
tack Upon Peshawur. 

London, Sept. 2.— The Times Thur»- 
day morning publishes a dispatch from 
Chakdara saying it appears that Had- 
dah Mullah has abandoned the idea of 
attacking the Khan Dir and is gather- 
ing his forces for an attack upon Pes- 
hawur. All the tribes in thi.s district 
have l>een quiet since its 'jccupation. 
The upper Sway country hither- 
to has been comparatively un- 
known. It ha.s not been visited 
by organized troops since the time 
of Alexander the Great. The Swatis 
deemed their country inaccessible, 
the only entrance to it being by a nar- 
row causeway barely wide enough to 
admit one man at a time, flanked on 
one side by a raging torrent and on the 
other by precipitous cliffs fortified by 
stone breastworks. 

The news regarding the Indian fron- 
tier troubles is indefinite and fragmen- 
tary, and it is difficult to follow the 
varying movements of the British 
forces which are apparently decided 
in consequence of the quickly chang- 
ing gatherings of the tribesmen. 
News has been received of fresh 
accessions to the forces of the 
insurgents and of the appearance of 
various fanatics who are endeavoring 
to stir tho.se tribesmen who are re- 
luctant to join the revolt to attack the 
British. There is every probability 
that an attack wdll be made by the 
British at some point within a few 
days. 'J’he attack upon the British 
post Gazarbund, Beluchistan, is not of 
great importance. The station at 
Gazarbund is a small one. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph says tliat after 
careful inquiries, he is convinced that 
the sultan’s personal influence among 
the Mussulmans in northwest India is 
non-existent. 

There is no doubt, the correspond- 
ent says, that the suggestion that the 
sultan instigated the trouble is flatter- 
ing to his vanity, but it is quite clear 
that nothing can restore to the sultan 
his preponderance in the Mussulman 
world.

A Meeting of the Operators In Pittsburgh 
to Be Held— Patrick Dolan, William 
Mnrdock and James Norton Freed 
From the Taint of Contempt. 



CoLUMBUJ\ O., Sept. 1. — The coal 
strike is considered settled here. The 
plan is to resume at 64 cents and work 
pending- arbitration. 

The direct parties in this conference 
of adjustment are President Ratch- 
ford, of the United Mine Workers, and 
the executive committee of the oper- 
ators. A number of the latter were in 
the city Tuesday and the result is that 
a decision may be looked for almost at 
any moment. The direct effect of this 
decision will be the opening of the 
mines and of the resumption of work 
by all the striking miners the begin- 
ning of the coming week. 

An operator here says: “The new 

figure has been accepted by all but one 
operator in the Pittsburgh district, and 
it IS understood has been approved by 
President Ratchford and other mem- 
bers of the executive committee of the 
United Mine Workers. It is expected 
that the single operator still holding 
out will be finally induced to yield, and 
that the great strike will thus he 
brought to a speedy and peaceful close.” 

Pittsburgh, I’a., Sept. 1. — At the 
3Ionongahela house, the headquarters 
of the operators in this city, the news 
of the expected settlement of the min- 
ers’ strike was at first received with 
incredulity. It was an unlooked for 
thing and not one of the operators 
present could believe the report until 
confirmative news was obtained from 
Cleveland. George W. Schluederberg, 
of the Robbins Coal company, at first 
stated that in his opinion the whole 
story was a fake, but later, 
when he had received ad- 
vices from the Cleveland representa- 
tive of the Pittsburgh »fe Chicago Gas 
Coal Co., he said that he hoped for an 
early resumption of work and a quick 
adjustment of the rate to be paid as a 
permanent one. No detailed informa- 
tion was received by any of the Pitts- 
burgh operators, either from Cleveland 
or St. Louis or Columbus, and conse- 
quently they could not say whether the 
rate said to have been agreed upon was 
a uniform one or not. 

A meeting of all the operators in the 
city will be held at the Monongahela 
house Wednesday morning to take such 
action as is necessary to have repre- 
sentatives at the conference to be held 
by the officers and members of the ex- 
ecutive hoard of the mine workers and 
the executive committee of the Cleve- 
land operators’ combination, either in 
Cleveland or Columbus, on Thursday. 

In answer to a telegram Tuesday even- 
ing, National President Ratchford tele- 
graphed from St. Louis, saying: “In- 
formation from Columbus incorrect.” 

District President Patrick Dolan is 
expected to arrive in Pittsburgh Wed- 
nesday from St. Louis, where he has 
been in attendance at the St. Louis 
convention of labor leaders, and his 
presence is being awaited by the local 
leaders with impatience. 

A new plan of campaign is now being 
formulated, and his presence is desired 
before it is put into effect. A number 
of the leading miners throughout the 
district and the Westmoreland field 
were at the headquarters Tuesday 
morning, and the plan was discussed 
in secret. What the proposed changes 
are could not be learned, but from a 
reliable source is given the fact 
that the entire situation will be 
changed in this district before the 
close of the week. The camps at the 
New York and Cleveland Gas Coal Co.’s 
plant will be continued. National Or- 
ganizer Cameron Miller, who with 
District Secretary Warner has assumed 
charge of the strike during President 
Dolan s absence, said Tuesday morning 
that the situation throughout the en- 
tire district looked very favorable 
Tuesday. He is arranging for a num- 
ber of meetings in the district. These 
will be held before the contem- 
plated change in the campaign is put 
into effect.

1896 
This year the uviaiher will he fully lOC 
less. The constant fa J ling off indicates 
that the court will soon be quite up to 
date with its business. The dirainn- 
tion of cases coining to this tribunal 
has been caused principally by the cre- 
ation of the l.’nited States court.s of ap- 
peals, causing a falling off of from 1.006 
to l,i>00 ca.ses per year in tlie cases 
brought U« this court from the United 
Stales ei re II it courts 

The attorney general is considering 
the advisability of appealing to the 
circuit court of appeals froni the flc 
cree of the Unit.ed States circiiii court 
recently entereil at Omaha for the sale 
of the Union Pacific under foreclosure 
prrjceedings The government., it is 
understood, desires some moditicatious 
of the decree cntereil by the circuit 
court in order to still further protect 
the government's interests, anil it is 
only by apjieal that such modifications 
can be .secured. Several members o' 
the reorg:uiizatioM boaril of the Union 
Pacific were here last week to consult 
the attorney general upon this subject. 

Wasiii.noton, Sept. 3. — The monthly 
statement of the public debt, i.ssiied at 
the treasury department VVednesday. 
shows tlie debt, less cash in the treas- 
ury, to he $1,008,33.5,121, which is lin in- 
crease for the month of $ll,8.S8. 

This increase is accounted for by a cor- 
responding decrease in the amount of 
cash on hand. The debt is recapitulatiid 
as follows: 

Interest bearing debt. $847,365,540; 
debt on which interest has ceased since 
maturity, $1,336,280; debt bearing no 
interest, $378, 194, .507: total. $1,226,896,- 
327. This amount, however, does not 
include .$593,961,953 in certificate.s and 
treasury notes outstanding, which are 
offset by an equal amount of cash in 
the treasury. 

The cash in the treasury is cla.ssitie<i 
as follows: Gold, $181,234,165; silver, 

$519,368,486; paper, $139,427,064. Bonds, 
disbursing officers’ balances, etc.. $18,- 
115,651. 'I’otals, $858,145,367 against 
which there are demand liabilities out- 
standing amounting to $39,584,160, 
which leaves a cash balance in the 
treasury of $218,561,206. 

Adm. Walker, president of the Nica- 
ragua canal commission, had a confer 
ence with Secretary’^ Sherman Wedne.s- 
day- regai'di ug .some of the details of 
the work of the commission, which is 
now making a thorough examination 
of the great mass of papers and docu- 
ments relating to the canal. It is ex'- 
pected that Capt. Carter, the engineer 
officer who is a member of the board, 
will return about the llth of this 
inoiitli, and a meeting will be held in 
New York immediately on his return. 
The eoiiiini.ssion does not expect to get 
through its work in Washington so 
that it can sail for Nicaragua before 
November 1. 

Washington, Sept. 2. — The safe of 
the ili.strict tax collector’s ofliee was 
robbed 'I'uesday night of .all its con- 
tents, amounting to almut $9,000, re- 
ceived during the day for ta.ves. The 
loss was discovered when Cashier 
Chamberlain opened the .safe as usual 
Wednesday morning. The safe had 
not been lainpercd with and the police 
believe that Varick Hawkins, the Ne- 
gro messenger of the tax collector, 
learned the combination and rohlied 
the safe after office hours. 



Aue lear oi tne watcMul fathers of the repub- 
lic has been justified. The judiciary has be- 
come supreme. We witness a political phe- 
nominon absolutely new in the history of the 
world; a republic prostrate at the feet of judges 
appointed to administer its laws. They ac- 
knowledge no superior on earth, and their des- 
potic deeds recall Milton’s warning to his 
countrymen; “ Who bids a man rule over him 
above law, may bid as well a savage beast.” 

Under the cunning form of injunctions, 
courts have assumed to enact criminal laws 
and after thus drawing to themselves the pow- 
er of legislation, have repealed the bill of rights, 
and for violation of those court-made laws 
have denied the accused the right of trial by 
jury. 

The exercise of the commonest rights of free 
men— the right of assembly, the right of free 
speech, the right of traveling the public high- 
ways, have by legislation, under the form of 
injunctions, been made a crime and armed 
forces di.sperse as mobs, people daring in com- 
pany. to exercise these rights. At its last term 
the supreme court of the United States decid- 
ed that the Thirteenth amendment, “forbid- 
ding involuntary servitude,” is not violated by 
arresting a seaman, imprisoning him until his 
vessel is ready to leave port, and then forcibly 
putting him on board to serve out the term of 
his contract; a decision under which the old 
fugitive slave laws may yet be revived and 
striking laborers, be seized and returned to the 
service of their ma.sters. 

“Having drawn to themselves all the powers 
of the federal government under congress and 
the president may act only by judicial jiermis- 
sion, the federal judges have begun the subju- 
gation of sovereign states, so that, unless a 
check is soon put upon the progress of u.surpa- 
tion, in a short time no government but abso- 
lute despotism of federal judges will exist any- 
where over any portion of the United States. 
The pending strike of coal miners, starved to 
feebleness by their scant wages, by arduous 
and dangerous toil, the pending strike for 
the right to be fed enough to make labor pos- 
sible. has been prolific of judicial usurpation 
showing the willingness of judicial despots to 
resort to the most shameless defiance of de- 
cency, as well as of law and humanity, in order 
to enable heartless avarice to drive its hungry 
serfs back to the mines to faint and die at their 
•drudgery and there remains not one guaran- 
teed right of American citizens, the exercise of 
which an injunction has not somewhere made a 
crime by these subversions of constitutional 
liberty. We have met to counsel together and 
h-ave come to the following conclusions that: 

Whereas, the presenli strike of the coal min- 
ers has again demonstrated the fact that our 
so-called liberty is not freedom, but is a stu- 
pendous sham, under which millions are de- 
generating, while hundreds of thousands— men, 
women and children— are starving in hovels 
and on the public highway*;. 

Whereas, this condition has become i>erma- 
nent for a large and ever increasing number of 
our population, as long as wc permit a com- 
paratively small class of legalized exploiters 
to monopolize the means of production and dis- 
tribution for their private henclit— a fact ob- 
vious in the case of miners. 

Whereas, Appeals to congress and to the 
courts for relief are fruitless, since the legis- 
lative, as well as the executive’s judicial pow- 
ers are under the control of the capitalistic 
class, so that it has come to pass In this “free 
country” that, while cattle and swine have a 
right to the public highways, Americans, so- 
called free men, have not: 

Whereas, Our capitalistic class, as is again 
shown in the present strike, is armed, and has 
not only policemen, marshals, sheriffs and dep- 
uties. but also a rcguhir army and militia, in 
order to enforce government by injunction, 
suppressing lawful cssemblage, free speech 
and the right to the public highway, while on 
the other hand, the laboring men of the coun- 
try are unarmed and defenseless, contrary to 
the words and spirit of the constitution of the 
United States; therefore be it 

Resolved. No. 1 That we hereby set apart 
Friday, the 3rd day of September, 1897, as a 
“Good Friday’’ for the cause of .suffering labor 
In America and contribute the earnings of that 
day to the support of our struggling brothers, 
the miners, and appeal to every union man and 
every friend of labor throughout the country to 
do likewise. 

Resolved, 2— If the strike of the miners is not 
settled by the 20th day of September. 1897, and 
announcement made to that effect by the presi- 
dent of the United mine workers, a general 
convention be held at Chicago on Monday, Sep- 
tember 27, 1897, by the representatives of all 
unions, sections, branches, lodges and kindred 
organizations of laboring men and friends of 
their cause, for the purpose of considering fur- 
ther measures in the interests of the striking 
miners and labor in generaL 

Resolved 3— That we consider the use of the 
ballot as the best and safest means for the 
amelioration of the hardships under which the 
laboring class suffers. 

Resolved 4— That the public ownership of 
railroads and telegraphs is one of the most 
necessary reforms for our body politic. 

Resolved 5— That we most emphatically pro- 
test against government by injunction which 
plays havoc with even such political liberty as 
workingmen have saved from the steady en- 
croachment of capitalism, and be it finally 

Resolved 6— That no nation in which the peo- 
ple are totally disarmed can long remain a free 
nation, and therefore we urge upon all liberty- 
loving citizens to remember and obey Article 2 
of the constitution of the United States, which 
reads as follow: The right of the ijcople to bear 
arms shall not be infringed. 

At the afternoon session several ad- 
dresses were made. Amonir other 
things Mr. Sovereign said: “It is 

time to bring the miners and courts 
face to face in this matter and force an 
issue. Fill up the jail with violators 
of injunctions and when the men who 
started this movement are incarcerated 
thousands of others will he found to 
take their places. (Cheers). 'The .la- 
boring people can vote for years, but 
nothing can be accomplished. Let us 
reorganize this government.'’ shouted 
Mr. Sovereign. “Let us stand up and 
assert oursclve.s. Behind these injunc- 
tions stand Gatling guns and Winches- 
ters, but we fear them not. Let us 
hold up the flag and tear down the 
courts.” 

In his speech Mr. Debs said: “The 
people are ripe, for a change. All they 
lack is direction and leadership. Let 
this conference supply it. Let this 
conference set the pace. Announce to 
the world that it will temporarily ad- 
journ for tliree weeks to renew prepara- 
tions. Ask every man to pledge him- 
self to be there. Come if you have to 
walk. No man has a right to plead 
poverty.’" 

“The significance of this movement 
portends new important developments 
along the line of battle. I look for- 
ward to the time when the people will 
dethrone the power that has enslaved 
them. Tlie movement is marching 
grandljr forward and plutocracy will 
soon understand that slavery and des- 
potism have no rights to » place oi: 
American soil.”

Of the Great Miners’ Strike is Believed to 
Be Close at Hand. 

Cleveland, O., Aug. 31. — A promi- 
nent coal operator in the Pittsburgh 
district said Monday night that the 
miners’ strike would probably be set- 
tled, temporarily at least, w'ithin the 
next 48 hours. The operators have 
been quietly negotiating with the 
miners’ officers since the adjournment 
of the Pittsburgh conference, and 
a settlement is believed to be close at 
hand. The operators offered to pay 
the men 64 cents a ton, pending arbi- 
tration, if the miners would consent to 
such an arrangement, with the distinct 
understanding that the arbitrators 
could not fix a price below 60 cents or 
above 69 cents. President Ratchford 
made a counter proposition for arbitra- 
tion, stipulating that the men be paid 
59 cents a -ton, five cents of that price 
to be turned over to a trustee or 
trustees and to be held until the arb 
tration i& completed and then paid to 
ihe miners if the rate is fixed at 69 
cents. If the rate is fixed below 
that figure then a portion of 
ihe amount held by the trustees 
a to be given to the miners 
and the other rebated to the operators. 
A telegram was received here Monday 
from President Ratchford with respect 
o the operators’ proposition, but it was 
'omewhat blind, and the operators were 
inable to tell whether he accepted the 
jrroposition or not. It is believed, how'- 
Ever, that he will consent to arbitra- 
tion, and it is expected that work at 
the mines will be resumed before the 
close of the w'eek.

Baltimore, Md., Sept. 2. — August, of 
1897, was the banner month in the his- 
tory of the port of Baltimore so far as 
exports are concerned. 

Their value amounted to the enor- 
mous sum of $10,343,391, figures never 
before reached. 

Of tlie. exports, grain formed the 
largest part, aggregating 9,230, <580 
bushels, breaking the record of the 
port for shipments of tliis character. 
These were made up as follows: 

Five million four hundred and seven- 
ty-five thou.sand eight hundred and six- 
ty-one bushels of wheat. 

Throe million five hundred and sev- 
enty-five thousand seven hundred and 
t'nree bu.sliels of corn.

There were 47 full cargoes of grain.

had wandwed there and asked for wofk. 
He had proposed to hire one of them« 
but the boys protested that they had 
never been separated, and that if they 
got jobs at different ranches “the other 
one wouldn’t know where the other one 
was,” a contingency which they could 
not abide. So Whalen offered to take 
the two at the price of one, and on that 
basis they shared with him the shack, 
herded the flock, and cooked the grub.

LIVE* AND DIE UNKNOWN. 

The fit nlcl®ylte« of Pennsylvania Are 
a StranKe Hand of People. 

One of tlie strangest sects in the 
United States, wbose existence was un- 
til recently practicallj- almost un- 
known, are the Ilinklej'ites, w'ho occu- 
py a small settlement among Pennsj-1- 
vania’s hills a few* miles from tbe Nbav 
York state line, not far from the city of 
Binghamton. There, strange as it may 
seem in these hard times, monej' is a 
drug on the market, and yet the in- 
habitants are contented and happj'. But 
it is doubtful, though, if all the money 
in the entire community were scraped 
together it would foot up more than 
ten dollars at anj' time. 

This peculiar settlement is known as 
EIinklej’’s Comers. It consists of a half 
dozen houses, a like number of bams 
and other outbuildings and a frame 
structure used as a place of worship in 
2 old w'eather. As long as the weather 
w’ill permit the religious rites of this 
strange sect are held in the open air, 
usually in a cave near the woods 

The history of this peculiar commu- 
nity is a strange one. About 35 j-ears 
ago a man named Hinkley began 
preaching a crusade in the city of Pitts- 
burgh. He claimed that Christianity, 
by disregarding the Mosaic laws, had 
violated one of the principles upon 
which it was founded. 

Hinkley’s cmsade was so much of a 
success, many prominent persons fol- 
lowing his standbrd, that the police 
suddenly put a stop to the sacrifices. 
The result of this threat was to cause 
Hiuklej' and a few follow'ers to emi- 
grate to the mountains, there to start 
the peculiar settlement that exists to- 
day. While w orking about the farms 
the men w'ear ragged clothes that in 
the summer season scarcelj' cover their 
bodies, but on Saturdajs, the da\' set 
apart for public worship, thej* don their 
best apparel. The serv ices open with 
an invocation, the sacrifice having been 
previously' prepared and laid on the 
altar. Tlie fire is then lighted, and if 
the smoke arises in a straight column 
both men and women burst into songs 
of thanksgiving, but should the smoke 
hang in a cloud above the altara weird, 
wailing song fllls the air until the priest 
.has replenished the fire, prepared a 
new offering and the smoke ascends di- 
rectly heavenward. 

A strangely' weird and solemn sight is 
a funeral among these strange people. 
The body' is carried to its last resting 
place on a bier, the grave having pre- 
viou.sly' been lined with straw-, and into 
this the uncoffined remains are lowered. 
Fach person in attendance then sprin- 
kles a hanldful of earth on the corpse, 
all the while chanting the funeral 
hymn, and finally^ passing out of the 
graveyanl, until only the sexton is left 
to complete the work of burying the 
dead. 

A wedding is an uuusually quiet af- 
fair. Tlie contracting parties call ujx>n 
the priest, who requires them to sign 
an agreement to live together as man 
and w ife, and then performs a short cer- 
emony', at the conclusion of which he 
pronounces the couple united. Then at 
the next funeral or on the next day 
of worship he announces the wedding, 
and the newly-married couple are ac- 
corded the rights usually' bestowed 
upon man and wife — they are at lil> 
erty' to purcha.se. a farm, and the com- 
munity' will become security' for the 
payment within five yeai*s. If at the 
end of that time; the farm is not paid 
for, the priest, who Ls the chief execu- 
tive officer of the community-, forecloses 
the claim, and the couple are. obliged 
to sejiarate and seek w ork where they- 
can among their fellow s. — X. Y. Herald.

There are few- things more deplorable 
than the amount of money and time 
wasted in the effort to over-ornament 
gow ns, undergarments and clothing of 
whatever kind or for whatever purpose. 
If this folly w ere committed by women 
of wealth we might have the consola- 
tion of remembering that it furnished 
many needy persons with work, and 
while we might deprecate the taste we 
could approve the result. How-ever, this 
is not the case, as a most casual examin- 
ation of the ready-made goods of the 
shops w'ill convince the most skeptical. 
For, as a rule, the more costly the goods 
the simpler and plainer the cut, and tlie 
less elaborate the ornament. Women of 
wealth and refinement have long ago 
discarded elaborate underwear with 
elaborate street gow-ns. Even their 
evening gow-ns are frequently charac- 
terized by' a simplicity of cut and ma- 
terial w'hich w’ould hardly' satisfy a 
country girl, w'ho often scorns the sim- 
plicity of the lilies, and aims to array 
herself in purple and fine linen on the 
most paltry' occasions. Too frequently 
she takes as the models of fashion and 
elegance the show-ily dressed “maids ia 
waiting” behind the counters of fash- 
ionable city stores. She w'ould scorn if 
she is a good sensible girl, as she usual- 
ly' is in other matters, to copy' her dress 
from the female members of a theatrical 
troupe. She would recognize there what

CHIVALRY AND MATRIMONY. 

Ttine-Honored Notioiia of Oltlcn Day* 

Which Fall the Test of History. 

We all want to consider the days of 
chivalry' as the golden day's — never to 
be recalled — for womankind. This is 
by' implication a rank injustice to our 
ow-u time. 

With all it.s fine expressions of ardent 
devotion to the fair sex, and the multi- 
tude of its exquisite pretensions, chiv- 
alry was the degradation of the highest 
and tenderest human, instincts — the 
veritable curse of the course of true 
love. Such a statement presents itself 
to the romautic believer as a terrible 
counterblast, but it is true, neverthe- 
less. The records of the treasury and 
the law courts of those days, in fur- 
nishing the experience of popular life 
deeply marked by the worst shades of 
modern shortcomings, provide the full- 
est proof. 

Chivalry' did not make marriages, at 
least in the sense of those born of love’s 
y'oung dream; it entirely ignored all 
sexual affections and sold its victims 
with ruthle.ss indifference to all mu- 
tuality. 

Tliere were not tw'o parties to its bar- 
gains; there w-as only' one, who w'as al- 
w'ays the third of the grroup and the 
one interested, not in satisfying the 
y'carnings of the impassioned, but in a 
pecuniary' sense of their value. He w as 
the vendor, and might be eilher king or 
baron. But whichever he was, he w-as 
the incarnation of unscrupulous power. 
The matrimonial transactions of chiv- 
alry' w ere mercenary. To them tliere 
w'ere no “contracting parties” in the 
sliape of whisiicring lovers, aident 
swains and coy' maidens. On the other 
hand, there was but sullen imlifferenco 
or hating compliance. Chivalry- canted 
about its faith in w-omenand the purity 
of its ow-n motives, liecause it could not 
sing of love — it may- be said that it so 
canted l>eoausc it kncAv it must cant. 

It knew that its marriage had not 
been made in Heaven and of ethereal 
sentiment. They- were consequently- 
bargained for, either in the king's cx- 
oheipier or in the open market place. 
Chivalry- knew- itself as a sof*ial falsity 
and the parent of lust. As a conse- 
quence the “low er orders” have had to 
give us the nomenclature of our love 
affairs. Chaucer, the very- mirror of the 
era of chivalry-, has t.vpificd lu.st with 
his master hand, but he has no picture 
of the gratified tendernes.'; of longing 
youth. In his sun-oundings it Avas not 
suffered to exist. These surroundings 
had no terms to enumerate the aixlent 
SAvains and cov maidens of rusticitA-. 
But if the aristocracy' can produce no 
one instance of theco.y maiden and the 
rustic .SAA'eetheart remains to mock the 
dubious fiancee, it ha.s a AA-ealth of the 
arts of diplomacy- and an inexhaustible 
li.st of the terms of intrigue. CliiAalrv 
gaA-e expression to the AA-ord maitresse, 
Avhich may have, and had, the funniest 
of meanings. — N. Y. Herald.

WOMEN AS SCHOOL-TEACHERS 



Members of the Fair Sex .All Over the 
AVorld AVho Teaeli. 

.\ccording to census figures and close 
estimates based upon reliable informa- 
tion, there A\-cre in the I'nited States in 
1895 no less than 208,000 Avomen en- 
g.iged in teaching school. TAventy 
years ago England h.ad 11,010 male and 
14,901 female teachers. J.ast a ear there 
Avere 66,310 female and only- 20,270 male 
teachers. The same change is to be 
found in other countries, partlenlarly- in 
those in Avhich rudimental education is 
generally- diffused. 

In Sjiain, Avhere the standard of pub- 
lic etlucJition is 1 oa\, there are feAA- fe- 
male and many- male teachers, Avhere- 
as in Denmark, Avhere for manA'A-ears 
the standard of education has been 
high, the number of male teachers is 
loAA' compared Avith the number of fe- 
male teachers, the total number of both 
being in excess of 9,000. There are 
about 400,000 teachers, male and female, 
in the United States, 150,000 in France — 
70.0(X) male and 80,000 female — 150,000in 
Germany-, 92,000 in England, 100,000 in 
Italy-, 100,000 in Kussia, 2.'i,000 in the 
Netherlands, 40,000 in Spain, 3,500 in 
Greece and 22,000 in Canada. The 
march of education in EnroiK' has been 
remarkable, for, Avhile the population 
has increased only' 33 jier cent, since 
1840, the average number of children 
attending school has risen 145 i>er cent., 
but this adA-anoe seems less important 
Avhen compare<l Avith the gain made in 
the United States. In 1800 the total 
number of school children in the United 
States Avas 5,700,000, of Avliich 720,000 
Avere in New- Englaivl, 1,700,000 in the | 
Middle states, 1,000,000 in the Southern 
states, and 2,280,000 in the Western i 
states and territories. At present the 
number of school children enrolled is 
in excess of 14,000,000, of Avhom 4,600,000 
are in Avhat Avas formerly tlie south, 
2,600,000 in the Middle state.s, 800,000 
in Ncaa- England and 6,000,000 in the 
Western states. ITiere has been a de- 
cisive gain evervAvhere in respect not 
only Inf the number of school-teachers, 
but of their efficiency'. — Chicago Trib- 
une. 

Rival in Coal. 

A possible ucaa' rival to coal is loom- 
ing up in masut, a dark-brown oily 
liquid Avhich is a bv-product in the dis- 
tillation of raAv petroleum. Kussia and 
several other countries have already' ex- 
perimented Avith masut, but the most 
successful test has been made by Ger- 
many. The German masut is obtained 
from a cheap odal of Saxony-, and it 
is hard to understand how- this new* 
product can be cheaper (40 to .50 per 
rent, as claimed) than the coal itself. 
Not only is such a claim now made, 
but its heat-raising qualities are also 

said to exceed those of carbon. Its easy

The Baltimore and Ohio officials are very 
much pleased with certain statistics that 
have recently been prepared of the per- 
formance of freight trains on the Second 
division, which handles all the east and 
west-bound traffic between Baltimore and 
Cumberalnd. Before the new freight en- 
gines were purchased, and the improvements 
made in the track in the way of straighten- 
ing curves and seducing grades, the average 
number of cars to the train was 28 1-2. Now, 
with more powerful and modern motive 
power and a better track, the average is 40 
cars per train, an increase of 41 per cent. 
The average east-bound movement per day 
for the first ten days of August was 1,1^ 
loaded cars. On the Third division, Cum- 
berland to Grafton, where there are grades 
of 125 feet to the mile, the engines used to 
haul 19 1-2 loads to the train. Now the 
average is 25 2-3 loads per train, an increase 
of 31 per cent. It would certainly appear 
that the money spent in improvements on 
the B. and O. is being amply justified, and 
that the cost of operation is being very ma- 
terially reduced.

POULTRY IN ORCHARDS. 



Powla Do Good Service In Two Very 
Distinct Wnys. 

Mr. Tegetmeier, the famous English 
authority on poultry, in commenting on 
a report of the Rhode Island experiment 
station regarding the value of fowls to 
orchards, says: For many years I have 
advocated the introduction of poultry | 
into apple orchards, maintaining that 
they do gnod service, in two very dis- 
tinct modes — first, by manuring the 
ground, and, secondly, by the destruc- 
tion of insects and grubs that hiber- 
nate in the soil. 

The apple maggot appears to be ex- 
tending in America, attacking the favor- j 
lie Baldwin, which is so well known 
as being imported largely into this 
country--, and rendering it entirely un- 
fit for use, but the spraying the trees i 
with Bordeaux mixture and Paris green i 
has appeared to prevent all serious at- 
tacks of this insect. 

In the mature state this insect is a 
fly. which deposits its eggs in the pulp 
of the apple beneath the skin. The 
young maggots grow within the fruit, 
which they render worthless, and when 
mature emerge from the apple and go j 
into the ground, lying in the pupa state 
beneath the surface soil among the 
grass roots. Samples of the earth, six 
inches square, were taken, and the num- 
ber of maggots under the trees varied, 
according to the size, from 1,600 to more 
than 12,000 under each tree; the pupae 
somewhat resembling kernels of wheat. . 
Now comes the point which was partic- 
ularly interesting to me. The ex|)eri- 
ment was tried as to vvhether poultry, 
if confined to a small range and enccrar- 
aged to scratch, vvould destroy these 
pxipae. A large movable wire fence was 
placed about a tree, whose fruit had 
been destroyed by insects. One side of 
the fence was raised and .50 hens were 
called into the inclosure. The fence w'a» 
let down and they were confined to the 
space around the tree. As soon as thej' 
had eaten the corn they naturally be- 
gan to scratch for pupae, and in the 
course of three or four days it was 
found that the latter had disappeared. 
As these insects remain in the pupae 
state from the fall of the apple to the 
following spring, when they appear, it 
may be expected that next year the 
number of flies breeding from the ap- 
ple maggot will be greatly diminished 
in the localities where this plan is fol- 
lowed.

The law lays out a high- 
way 66 feet wide, but it is rare that 
more than 20 feet of this ground are 
appropriated for highway purposes 
proper. The “highway,” such as it is, 
is rough and uneven, and the ordinary 
wagon passing over it travels through 
an inch or two inches of dust in dry 
weather and through three or four 
inches of bog, very frequently, after a 
rain of no unusual severitj'. This is 
the road on the level. Where a hill ex- 
ists conditions are even worse, for the 
action of rain and snow washes away 
the soil at the top of the hill, leaving 
the surface covered with the roughest 
of gravel, and transforming the “road” 
at the foot of the hill into what, after 
a shower, is a veritable quagmire. 

What wonder, then, that the average 
wagon load as we see it in the United 
States is so entirely different a thing 
from that seen abroad! Travel over a 
road of this kind is necessarily slow 
with any kind of a load and as the dis- 
tance from the farm to the market is 
greater by far than in France and Ger- 
many, the farmer reduces the weight of 
his load, that his team may make some 
respectable progress w-ithout being 
worn out during the first few miles of 
the trip. Reducing his loads, the farm- 
er’s trips are multiplied in number, and 
tne result of it is that it requires three 
or four times as long to market his crop 
as would be consumed on European 
highways. 

The movement for good roads is con- 
tinually and rapidly growing. Every 
thinking farmer who has become fa- 
miliar with the publications of the de- 
partment of agriculture becomes at 
once an advocate of better highways 
and an advocate of better methods in 
building them. The American people 
have brought their sjstem of water 
transportation to a high state of perfec- 
tion and we are the possessors of a sys- 
tem of railroads which is unequaled by 
that of any other nation in the world. 
It now looks as if the American people 
were seriously turning their attention 
to the common country road, and it is 
safe to assume that, once the movement 
for better highway’s is led along definite 
lines, we shall, before many years, have 
a sj'stem of countr}’ roads equal in every 
way to our water and railway trans- 
portation facilities. — Cleveland Cycling 
Gazette.

a ray that has been “polarized” by go- 
ing through a certain kind of crj'stal 
falls upon another crystal. The sec- 
ond, in one position, will let the ivolar- 
ized ray pass through; but if it be 
slowlj' twisted around, just one-quarter 
of a rotation, the light cannot pene- 
trate. Now, Faraday discovered, near- 
ly a centur}' ago, that if the “polarized” 
beam passed between the north and 
south poles of a magnet, the second 
crystal would act peculiarly. It would 
extinguish the light when in the right 
position to transmit an unmaguetized 
beam, and would transmit when in the 
right position to extinguish the same. 
The key to this mystery is still missing. 
A kindred problem is afforded by the 
researches of Zeeman and Michelson. 
They both suggest, what Clerk Max- 
well has tried to prove in other ways, 
that light is itself an electro-magnetic 
phenomenon. — N. Y. Tribune.

Harder Than DiaraundM and W ill Rev- 
olutionize Muny IndustrieM. 

Within a few days the patent office 
will giaint title in a discovery which 
may fairly be considered as being the 
most remarkable .singe the X ray. It 
is for a substance that is harder than 
the diamond, and the inventor is 
Moissan, the French savant, whose ex- 
periments in the line of diamond mak- 
ing bj"^ artifice have obtained such wide 
publicity. The utmost secrecy has 
been maintained in regard to the mat- 
ter, but investigation reveals the fact 
that the substa.nce in question is a 
carbide of titanium — that is to saj', a 
coni(pound of carbon with the metal 
titanium. There can be no doubt that 
its production in quantities will rev- 
olutionize many industries where 
abrasives are employed, and it may 
even be used for the cutting of dia- 
monds. 

Titanium is one of the most interest- 
ing of the rare metals. It is about half 
KS heavy as iroi;, and, like the latter, 
it is white when perfectly pure. Chemi- 
cally it resembles tin, while in its 
uhysical pro|>ej’tics it is like iron. The 
familiar mineral “rutile” is an oxide of 
titanium, and is used to give the proper 
color to artificial teeth. A small quanti- 
ty of the mineral put into the mixture 
for tooth enamel prod\ices the peculiar 
yullowish tint that counterfeits nature 
so admirably. 

Titanium has no other commercial 
use than this. There is none of it on 
the market in the metallic state, and 
probably not an ounce could be ob- 
tained at any price by advertising for 
it. Dealers in rare metals will quote 
you gallium at $3,000 an ounce, ger- 
manium at $1,125 an ounce, rhodium 
at $112 an ounce, ruthenium at $90 an 
ounce, iridinm at $37 an ounce, osmium 
at $26 an ounce, and palladium at $24 
an ounce, but they have no titanium 
to sell, becau.«5e there is no demand for 
it, and also for the reiuson that it is 
extremely difficult to separate from the 
substances with which it is found com- 
bined in nature. At the sometime thertt 
is no doubt that plenty of it could be 
produced at a very moderate cost if a 
large demand should s.pring up. 
Though classed os a rare metal, it is 
r ot really such, inasmuch as it is a 
common impurity in iron oi*es. — Miner- 
al Collector,

The C-olorado potato beetle receives 
its common name from the fact that its 
native home was at the eastern base of 
the Kocky mountains, where it fed up- 
on a species of wild potatoes quite com- 
mon to this region, known as the Sand- 
bur (Solanum rostrutura). It was col- 
lected there and described by Thomas 
Say ill 1824. It was first mentioned as 
an injurious insect in 1S59 when some 
of the early settlers of western Nebras- 
ka reported it feeding in large num- 
bers upon the Irisli potato. We thus 
see that the species changed its food 
from a wild to a eadtivated plant, as has 
been the case with mamy of our injur- 
ious insects.
